City Gets 
$17,053 For 
Street Work 

The Board of Supervisors this 
week approved the transfer of 
$17,053.08 to Sierra Madre for 
the resurfacing of three streets. 

The money will be used on 
Highland avenue between Bald¬ 
win and Hermosa avenues; Au¬ 
burn avenue between Sierra 
Madre boulevard and Highland, 
and Hermosa avenue between 
Sierra Madre and Highland. 

The money was given to the 
city out of the county’s “Aid to 
Cities” gas tax fund. 

Work must start on the street 
repair project within 60 days. 

The appropriation had been 
requested by the City Council 
on the recomme ndatlon of 
Street Superintendent Howard 
W. Brod.

Street and Light Superintend¬ 
ent Howard Brod said he would 
write the utility company anoth- 
I er letter and not pull any punch¬ 
es. 


Board Member Howell White, 

Jr., the school trustees pointed 
out: 

"There is a serious dog nuis¬ 
ance in the vicinity of the 
school. 

"Every morning from six to 
ten dogs congregate on the 
ploy ground, fighting among 
themselves, committing nuis¬ 
ances, roughly Jumping on 
small children ond often ac¬ 
tually attacking them. During 
the past 30 days three children 
have been bitten, two of them 
seriously enough to warrant at¬ 
tention from the county health 
center. 

"Other nuisances of less seri¬ 
ous nature are too numerous to 
tabulate." 

Mayor Milton Steinberger re¬ 
plied: “Well, we have the dog 
problem up again. It’s all we 
had for a couple of years. 

"In fact one councilman 
wouldn’t even come to meetings 
a couple of years ago because 
he said that that was all we 
talked about—dogs! 

“The police are Just not equip¬ 
ped to do it. The street and 
water department has the truck 
and the box for it.” 

Councilman Henry Korsmeler 
pointed out that the "dog situ¬ 
ation" might be suddenly cur¬ 
tailed if "three or four loads 
of dogs" were bouled into the 
city pound. 

"Maybe then people would 
start taking core of their dogs 
again," he added. 

If Brod, who is also the city’s 
engineer and superintendent of 
water and chief of streets and 
in charge of all mechanical 
problems, was to also assign 
one of his men to catching dogs, 
then a member of the police 
department should also be in 
on it. Councilman Herman Bar¬ 
ter insisted. 

Barter pointed out that last 
June an extra policeman was 
put on the payroll, so the de¬ 
partment was in a position to 
assign a man “to personally 
supervise these things.”

“two or three mornings a week 
between eight and nine in the 
morning" at the grounds of the 
two schools. 

Dogs picked up will be taken 
to the pound at the city dump. 
Notices of picked up dogs will 
be posted in the City Hall. The 
dogs will be kept for three days. 
Owners will have to pay im¬ 
pound fees of $2 when claim¬ 
ing their pets. 

Both Steinberger and Kors- 
meier pointed out. for the sake 
of dog lovers, that the city 
pound was not too unpleasant 
a place. 

“Why there's one dog around 
town that keeps jumping the 
fence down at the pound to get 
IN. The dog figures that he gets 
better food down there than at 
home—fed on Scalzo’s dog food, 
you know,” Steinberger said. 

Controversy over instollation 
of street lights in the Marl¬ 
borough Terrace district was 
again before the Council. A let¬ 
ter from T. C. Burnside of 900 
Canyon Crest drive was received 
and filed. 

It pointed out that the street, 
now without lights, presents o 
dangerous situotion which has 
in the post resulted in acci¬ 
dents; and that few homes hove 
on unobstructed view of the 
valley, so few would be bother¬ 
ed by street lights os contended 
in a petition received two 
weeks ago. 

Lulu Moore, city librarian, at 
the request of the library board, 
asked the city to trim trees and 
clean up brush around the li¬ 
brary. The work will be done 


and charged to the library bud¬ 
get. 

After several years of con¬ 
templation, held up princiiKdly 
by lock of engineering work, 
the Council referred to the city 
attorney, T. Guy Gomyn, the 
plan for dedication of Church¬ 
ill road in the Terrace so that 
it will become a city street and 
not a private thoroughfare over 
which police hove no Jurisdic¬ 
tion as for os speeding or park¬ 
ing or other traffic violations 
ore concerned. The engineering 
work had been speeded by Brod 
who has recommended that the 
street be widened at several 
points. 

Brod was authorized by the 
Council to attend the Berkeley 
Institute of Highways at Berk¬ 
eley next Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

The Council deferred action 
on a police department request 
for a new squad oar. Council¬ 
man Baxter pointed out that 
"there's nothing urgent obout 
it. The old one is not too bod, 
and it can be used os a stand¬ 
by squad car os it's supposed to 
be anyway." 

Commercial charges for rub¬ 
bish collection will be estab¬ 
lished by agreement between 
City Engineer Brod and indi¬ 
vidual businessmen on the bas¬ 
is of amount of burnable rub¬ 
bish collected, with a minimum 
of $1 a month for three-tlmes- 
a-week collections. This would 
place collections on an equtable 
basis. No change will be made 
in residential charges. 

Brod pointed out that the city 
was fortunate in having a con¬ 
tract for rubbish collections in 
view of the problems facing
